al though it be not giver of Life, yet it ſhall have Power 
to kill, this makes Pro/omy's DoQtrin void, concerning the, 
giver of Life, who faith no ill direCtion thereto ſhall kill 
if it be not giver of Life, and therefore there ſhall be but 
one certain giver of Lite, which our late Authors cannot 
make, corrolpond, which mult make agreat confuſion in 
Art (which Prolomy never taught) they lay likewiſe we

| Lthough I have freely Diſcourſed in the Marrow of 

Aſtrology, concerning the Parallels in the World, 
both by Motion and Poſition, and have incerted a Way 
how totake them; yet the Rule there, being not plain e- 
nough to be.underſtood, unleſs by thoſe *that are well 
vers'd in that Way,I have here for the ſakes of all Ingeni- 
ous Perſons, explained the ſame more fully by ſome Ex- 
amples, and obſerve that thoſe Parallels are as powerful 
as any AſpeCt whatſoever ; for indeed they are Aſpetts, 
being made when two Planets come to be equally diſtant 
from any of the tour Angles, as if one be upon the-Cuſp 
of the 11zh. and another upon the Cuſp ofthe 9th.Houle, 
they are in Parallel, as being equally diſtant from the 
10th, Houle, ſo likewiſe is one upon the 112h. 1n paral- 
lel to one upon the 34.,being equaliy diftant from the Af- 
cendant; alſo a Planet by being placed upon the 1 12h. is 
in Parallel to one upon rhe 5th. Houſe, as being either of 
them equally diſtant from the 10h, and 4#h. obſerve the 
ſame Rule in all the reit ; now theſe laſt mentioned are 
Parallels by their Poſition . But if one Planer ſhould be 
upon the the 9th. Houſe and another upon the 1 2th. they 


are not in Parallel, but by the Motion: of the Primum 
Aa 1 - - Mos» 
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Mobile they will be brought to that equal diſtance, that 
one ſhall be juſt ſo far patt the Mid-heaven, as the other 
wants to it, which when they are fo, they are in exact 
parallel : Alſo if 2 Planets be placed in the x 17h. or 1 27h. 
by the Motion of the Prinum Movile, the will be brought 
to that equallity of diſtance to be in exaQt Parallels: As 
if two Planets ſhould be thus placed, one in 12 Degrees, 
and another in 16 Degrees of the ſame Sign, when the 
14th. Degree comes to -be upon the Cul of the Mid- 
heaven, the Parallel 1s then made ; becauſe they are both 
juſt 2 Degrees diſtant from the Mid-heaven, obſerve the 
{ame Rule by any of_the four Angles, and becauſe theſe 
Parallels are hard to find, I will here ſhew how you ſhall 

take them, and the exactelt and beſt way, is thus. 
Firſt, Take the Declination of that which 1s neareſt to 
the Angle that you take it from, with the Latitude, then 
oblerve the Degree of the Ecliptick that anſwers there- 
unto, and having found it, take the ſemidiurnal or ſemi- 
noQurnal Arch, according as the Planet is placed above 
or under the Earth; for if it be above the Earth, then 
take the ſemidiurnal Arch, and always obſerve that Rule 
or elſe you will commit great Errors ; ſo having done 
this in the Star or Planet neareſt the Angle, do in all the 
like reſpe&s with that which 1s fartheſt off; which 
when you have obtained, add the two Arches together, 
then take the diſtance from the Angle with this Caution; 
that if it be from the Aſcendant, take the diſtance by ob- 
lique Aſſenſion, if trom the 72h. by oblique Deſcenſion, 
or the oblique Aſcenſion of the oppoſite Point : But if 
from the Mid-heaven or 4th, Houle, by right Aſcenſion, 
which diſtance Call the primary diſtance, then take the 
difference of Right or oblique Aſcenſion of the two Pla- 
nets, by ſubſtracting the one from the other ; then by 
the Rule of Proportion ſay, it the two Arches give _

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difference of right or oblique Aſcenſion, what ſhall the 
ſemidiurnal or ſeminoCturnal Arch of that Planet give 
which isneareſt the Angle? and the product ſhall be the 
ſecondary, right, or oblique Aſcention, which obſerve, 
that if the Planets be placed one before the Angle, and 
the other after it, then ſubltract the primary diſtance of 
that which is nearelt the Angle from the ſecondary dilt- 
ance, and the remainder is the arch of DireQtion, which 
is to be equated according to the method exprelled in the 
Marrow oft Aſtrology ; but if botlr Planets are placed ſhort 
of the Cuſp of the Houſe, then add the primary diſtance 
to the ſecondary diltance, and you will have the arch of 
direction, which is to be equated as before ; and obſcrve, 
that when any Significator comes the Parallel of y. or Q, 
and they be well placed in the Nativity, there Parallels 
are molt Famous, and bring as good ettects as their Sex- 
tile or Trine, but when a Significator, eſpecially the 
Giver of Life, comes to the Parallel of the Lord of the 
4th. or 8th. it moſt Certainly denotes Death; if to the 
Lord of any other Houſe being evilly placed gives a great 
deal of Crofles and Vexations, according to the nature 


of the Houſe that they govern, but if well placed it Sig-- 


nifies a great increaſe of Felicity, according to the nature 


of the Houſe that the promittor is Lord of ; and obſerve, 


that theſe Parallelsare always made by the motion of the 
Primum mobile from Eaſt to Weſt, and this Rule being ſo 
plain, a little Practice: will make it very eaſy, neither 


can it be taught any plainer ; the beſt way for to equate. 


will be by the Table of Logi/tical Logarithms, {uch as are 


in Mr. Coly's Clavis, or Mr. Streets, or which you pleaſe, 


now as to Parallels of declination, I need not ſay any 
thing of them, becauſe I have done it in the Marrow of 
Aftrology; only take Notice, that they are nothing but 


the true Antiſcions,only in taking them obſerve the Latr..

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as is Taught in the firſt part, p. 118, ſothat I need not 
repeat it here again. 

In the next place I ſhall explain the Mundane AſpeQts, 
which are very conſiderable to be obſerved in a Nativi- 
ty ; now the Mundane Aſpects do not conſiſt of any cer- 
tain number of Degrees, but are ſomtimes ſhorter or 
longer, according to the ſemidiurnal or ſeminoCturnal 
Arches, there has been mention made of theſe Aſpe&s 
in the Marrow of Aſtrology, yet there is no Rule for the 
certain finding of them, and I had thoughts of taking 
the ſeveral Poles of Pofſitions, and ſo to have added the 
Mundane Aſpects to the Bodies, and by them to have 
had the true Arch of Dire&tion: And to that end I calcu- 
lated a Table of all the Aſpects, but I found that would 
not an{wer the end I poians xr it for : but however it will 
be of good ule, as {hall be explained 1n its proper place, 
now here {hall be ſhewn how the Aſpedts in the 
World only depend upon the ſemidiurnal and ſeminoQtur- 
nal Arches, and the way of taking them, with the great- 
elt caſe imaginable, ſo that the meaneſt Capacity may 
underſtand it which 1s thus. 

Firſt, It you were to direct the Mid-heaven to a * of 
any Star, that 1s placed either in the 12th, Aſcendant, or 
24. you have only this to do,to take the oblique Aſceaſi- 
on of the Culp of 12th. Houſe,under his proper Pole, and 
under the ſame Pole the oblique Aſcention of the Promit- 
tor, ſubſtratt the one from the other, and fo you will 
have the Arch of DircQion; for obſerve, that when the 
Culp of the 124h. 1s directed to rhe body of any Planet, 
at the ſame time the Mtd-heaven comes to the *, and 
when the Aſcendant comes to the body of any Star, at 
the ſame time the Mid-heaven 1s directed to the a there- 
of, and when the Cuſp of the 24. Houle is direQed to 
the body of a Star, then the Mid-heaven comes to the 4,

andalways obſerve this Rul?z, and then you will never 
Err; for theſe AſpeQs in the World are not made by 
their diſtance in Signs, Degrees,and Minutes, but by their 
diſtance by Houſes, according to the ſemidiurnal or {e- 
minocturnal Arches. 

Secondly. The ſame Rule is to be obſerved in the Al- 
cendant that was in the Mid-heaven, for it you were to 
direct the Aſcendant to a #, you have no more to do 
then to direct the Cuſp of the 1124. it the Promuttor be 
above the Earth, or the Cuſp of the 39. it he be under 
the Earth, to his Body, which when either are directed 
thereto, the Aſcendanr at the ſame time comes to the *, 
and if you were to dire& the Aſcendant to a ©, obſerve 
if the Promittor be above the Earth, direCt the Mid-hea- 
ven to his Body, but ifunder the Earth, direct the Cuſp 
of the 47h. to his Body, either of which bring the Aſcen- 
danr to his o ; but if you were to direct the Aſcendant 
toa 4, obſerve if the Promittor be above the Earth, di- 
rect the 9th. Houſe to his Body, if under the Earth direct 
the 5:4. to his Body, which when either come thereto, 
the Aſcendant at the ſame time come to his 4, ſo you 
may direct any of the Angles with a great deal eaſe, and 
cxactneſs; for having found- the Cuſp of the Houle, di- 
rect under the Pole of that Houſe let the Star be placed 
where it will ; now for the diviſion of the Heavens to 
find the true Cuſps,lL am of the opinion of Placidws, who 
{aich, the Heavens ought to Be divided only by the ſemi- 
diurnal and ſeminoQuraal Arches, which I ſhall explain 
by an example here following, and now come to ſpeak, 
how any Significator may be directed to a Promittor in 
the World. 
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The true Method of ind any Significator to a Promjttor, 


either Dirett or Converſe. 


Firſt, Obſerve if they are both near the Cuſps of Houſ- 
es : what hath been ſid concerning the Afcendant or 
Mid-heaven, may ſerve here, for 'tis only to bring them 
both to the Cuſps of the Houſes that they are placed up- 
on, or very near, and it makes the Aſpett that is between 
the Houſes ; how the Houſes behold one another you 
may ſee in the Marrow, &c. Page the 22. 23. &c. of the 
ſecond part, but if they be farther off, you muſt obſerve 
thele direQions. 

That if your Significator be placed 1n the 10th. Houſe, 
and were to be direQted to the + of a Promittor in the 
12th. or 8th. Houſe, firſt take the diſtance of your Signt 
ficator in R. A. from the 10zh, Houſe, which call the 
primary diſtance, then take the diſtance of your Promit- 
tor from the Cuſp of the 12h. Houſe, which reſerve;then 
take the ſemidiurnal Arch of your Significator, and alſo 
of of the Promittor, then add the two Arches together ; 
and ſay by the Rule of Proportion, if two Arches give 

"the diltance of the Promittor from the 1 27h. Houſe, what 
ſhall rhe ſemidiurnal Arch of the Significator give, which 
when you have found, add it to the primary diſtance of 

your Significator, the ſum is the Arch of Direction ; but 
o5ſerve this. It the Significator had been placed beyond 
the Culp of the 10th. Houſe, in the 9th. Houle, then you 
{hould ſubftraCt the primary diſtance from the ſecondary, 
and the remainder is the Arch of DireQion, uſe the fame 
method if the Promittor be in the Aſcendant for the © 
Aſpect : But if the Pxomittor be in the 24. or 67h. then by 
the ſame Rule you will have the 4, always obſerving 
to take the ſeminoCturnal Arch, if they are under the 


Earth ; 
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Earth; this one Rule is ſo plain and eaſy, that it were 
but Tautology to repeat any more. 

Now concerning the AſpeQts that are made Converſe, 
whichis only by making the Promittor Signihcator, as it 
the Significator were placed in the 117... Houſe, and the 
Promittor in'the 1244. the « will fallin the och. Houle ; 
now to dire the Significator being in the 1 1h. into the 
1cth, is contrary tothe ſucceſſion of bath the Honſes and 
Signs, therefore the beſt way\to Jireft the Promittor to 
the. * of. the Significator, which-will fall-in the-Aſtend- 
ant, juſt with the ſame Rules,only-taking the\Promittor 
for S1gnificator, which a little PraQtice will make very 
ealy ; I-need fay no more of the Parallels and AſpeRts in 
the World, until I ſhew ſome examples thereon, which 
{ſhall be by the following Nativity, which T will mannage 
according to Protomy's DoQtrine, the method tdllows.
